Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 30-33,38-42, 48,53-55, 57,82-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as 
being anticipated by Harris (US 5,545,147). 

Harris teaches a casing (3) with reservoir (4), driven device (10), drive device (6), 
dosage setting member (15/10), translational stopper (27), rotational block with first (28) 
and second (29) stoppers. See Fig 2 and 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 34-37, 50-52, 58,59, 64-72, 74-76, and 87-89 are allowed.
